Reasons for Allowance 

The prior art does not disclose or fairly suggest a method for treating a lesion having a 
blood vessel that supplies blood to the lesion with the steps of locating the feeder blood vessel, 
administering a treatment composition with a dye and photodynamic agent and then applying 
energy to the blood vessel to reduce or stop the blood flow to the lesion and then irradiating the 
lesion to confirm it contains the treatment composition and then applying energy for the 
photodynamic treatment of the lesion. Several prior art documents photocoagulate feeder 
vessels associated with lesions; however the process is performed following the PDT. U.S. 
Patent 6,840,933 to Pang et al. does teach reduction of feeder vessel flow prior to PDT however 
does not teach or suggest a step to confirm the presence of a photodynamic treatment agent 
within the target lesion prior to the photodynamic agent activation.
